5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. This includes Dimitri et al. (US 6,512,962) and CofFin et al. (US 
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6,778,351 ), which each individually teaches a storage library with a retractable 
communications cable. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach nor suggest the storage library as claimed, 
wherein a communications cable is routed around a cable mechanism within a module 
housing with one end of the communications cable being connected with a module 
robot assembly operable for moving away from the module housing in order to move 
toward cells and manipulate media elements supported by the cells with the cable 
mechanism being operable for enabling a portion of the communications cable to be 
pulled out from the cable mechanism within the module housing as the module robot 
assembly moves away from the module housing. While Coffin, supra, teaches a 
retractable communications cable, the communications cable of Coffin is not routed 
around a cable mechanism. While Dimitri teaches a module having a housing and a 
retractable communications cable routed around a cable mechanism within the module 
housing, Dimitri does not teach that the module further comprises a robot assembly 
operable for moving away from the module housing, that Is, the robot assembly is a 
completely separate component from the module.
